PASSED   AT  THE   ANNUAL  SESSION, 
1943-1944. 


No.  1. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Sheets  Nos.  87  and  90  of  the  Use  Dis- 
trict Maps  accompanying  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved 
March  30,  1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  by  changing 
from  the  "Industrial  Use  District"  to  the  "Residential  Use 
District",  the  property  on  both  sides  of  Baltic  Avenue, 
between.  Fourth  Street  and  Seventh  Street,  as  outlined  in 
red  on  the  three  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sheets  Nos.  87 
and  90  of  the  Use  District  Maps  accompanying 
Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved  March  30,  1931, 
known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  amended  by  changing  from  the  "Indus- 
trial Use  District"  to  the  "Residential  Use  Dis- 
trict", the  property  on  both  sides  of  Baltic  Ave- 
nue, between  Fourth  Street  and  Seventh  Street, 
as  outlined  in  red  on  the  three  plats  accompany- 
ing this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  upon 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  by  the  City  Council, 
as  evidence  of  the  authenticity  of  the  plat  which 
is  a  part  hereof,  and  in  order  to  give  notice  to  the 
departments  which  are  administering  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  the  said  plats  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President  of  the  City  Council,  and  upon  approval 
of  the  ordinance  by  the  Mayor,  said  plats  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
the  City  Register  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
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ordinance  and  one  of  the  plats  to  the  Board  of 
Zoning  Appeals  and  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  and 
one  of  the  plats  to  the  Buildings  Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

No.  2. 

An  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  surrender,  yield  up,  and  convey  to 
the  Better  Housing  Corporation,  a  body  corporate,  duly 
existing  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  in  and  to  a  certain  tract  of  land,  being  a  part 
of  "Ridgeleigh",  situate  in  the  Ninth  District  of  Baltimore 
County,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  lying  between  the 
Westernmost  line  of  Oakleigh  Road  and  the  Easternmost 
line  of  a  certain  water  tunnel,  which  rights  were  acquired  by 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  virtue  and 
under  certain  condemnation  proceedings,  ratified  by  the 
Circuit  Court  •  for  Baltimore  County  on  November  5,  1875 
in  a  proceeding  then  pending  before  it,  entitled  The  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  vs.  Margaret  S.  Ridgeley, 
et  al.,  recorded  among  the  Judicial  Records  of  said  County 
in  Liber  J.  B.  No.  44,  folio  32,  etc.,  said  rights  being  no  longer 
needed  for  public  use. 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, is  the  owner  of  certain  easements  or  rights 
of  way  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  water  into 
the  City  of  Baltimore  in  perpetuity  and  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  a  water  tunnel,  in  and 
through  the  land  of  the  Better  Housing  Corpora- 
tion, a  body  corporate,  duly  existing  under  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  which  land  lies  in 
the  Ninth  District  of  Baltimore  County,  in  the  State 
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of  Maryland,  and  said  rights  being  situate  in  that 
part  of  the  land  of  said  Better  Housing  Corpora- 
tion aforesaid,  which  lies  between  the  Western- 
most outline  of  Oakleigh  Road,  there  situate,  all 
of  which  said  easements  and  rights  were  acquired 
by  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
under  and  by  virtue  of  certain  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings, the  inquisition  in  which  was  ratified  and 
confirmed  by  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore 
County,  the  fifth  day  of  November,  1875,  in  a  pro- 
ceeding then  pending  before  said  Court  entitled, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  vs. 
Margaret  S.  Eidgely,  et  al.,  and  which  said  pro- 
ceedings are  recorded  among  the  Judicial  Records 
of  said  County  in  Liber  J.  B.  No.  44,  folio  32, 
etc :  and 

Whereas,  the  land  of  the  said  Better  Housing 
Corporation  aforesaid,  subject  to  said  easements 
and  said  rights  of  way  as  aforesaid,  is  vacant  and 
unimproved  and  it  is  the  desire  of  said  Better 
Housing  Corporation  to  improve  said  land  by  the 
construction  of  houses  thereupon ;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  easements  and  rights  of  way, 
through  the  land  of  said  Better  Housing  Corpora- 
tion except  as  hereinafter  reserved,  are  no  longer 
needed  for  public  use,  and  the  said  Better  Hous- 
ing Corporation  the  present  owner  of  the  said 
property,  has  requested  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  to  surrender,  yield  up  and  con- 
vey to  it,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  and  to 
the  said  easements  and  rights  of  way  as  herein- 
after described  but  subject  to  the  reservation  as 
hereafter  set  forth; 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  of 
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Baltimore  City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Better 
Housing  Corporation,  a  body  corporate,  duly  ex- 
isting under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
deeds  of  release  conveying  and  releasing  the  ease- 
ments and  rights  of  way  aforesaid,  which  ease- 
ments or  rights  of  way  are  described  and  located 
in  the  following  two  described  parcels  of  land : 

The  First  of  the  same  being  all  that  parcel  of 
land,  situate  and  lying  in  the  Ninth  District  of 
Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  and  described  as 
follows,  to  wit: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  stone  set  where  the 
west  side  of  Oakleigh  Road  as  it  now  exists  is 
intersected  by  the  second  or  south  81  degrees  east 
120  perch  line  of  that  piece  of  property  which  was 
conveyed  to  Margaretta  S.  Ridgeley  in  a  deed  of 
Partition  dated  April  13,  1914,  and  is  recorded 
among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  County  in 
Liber  W.  P.  C.  No.  429,  folio  No.  59,  etc.,  said 
piece  of  property  being  therein  designated  as 
Share  "A".  Running  thence  from  said  point  of 
beginning  as  now  surveyed  and  with  bearings  re- 
ferred to  the  True  Meridian  as  adopted  by  The 
Baltimore  County  Metropolitan  District  north  2 
degrees  42  minutes  east  465.80  feet  binding  on  the 
west  side  of  Oakleigh  Road  as  it  now  exists  run- 
ning thence  north  8  degrees  48  minutes  east  163.30 
feet  to  a  stone  set  on  the  west  side  of  Oakleigh 
Road  and  on  the  4th  or  south  68  degrees  59  min- 
utes east  1958.7  foot  line  of  that  piece  of  land  con- 
veyed by  Margaretta  S.  Ridgeley  to  Fletcher  L. 
Vinson  and  wife  in  a  deed  dated  October  21,  1936, 
and  recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of  Balti- 
more County  in  Liber  C.  W.  B.  Jr.,  No.  986,  folio 
No.  194,  running  thence  binding  reversely  on  part 
of  said  4th  line,  north  68  degrees  53  minutes  west 
1154.14  feet  to  the  end  of  the  1st  line  of  that  piece 
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of  land  conveyed  to  Fletcher  L.  Vinson  by  Marga- 
retta  S.  Ridgeley  by  deed  dated  Jan.  6,  1942,  and 
recorded  in  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  Coun- 
ty in  Liber  C.  W.  B.  Jr.  No.  1221,  folio  No.  59,  and 
running  thence  binding  on  the  2nd-3rd  and  part  of 
the  4th  line  of  said  deed  the  three  following 
courses  and  distances,  south  21  degrees  09  min- 
utes west  200.00  feet,  north  68  degrees  51  minutes 
west  390.00  feet  and  north  48  degrees  14  minutes 
west  232.66  feet  thence  leaving  said  outline  and 
running  thence  south  41  degrees  46  minutes  west 
247.46  feet  to  intersect  the  first  or  south  16  de- 
grees west  58.8  perch  line  of  the  hereinbefore 
mentioned  Share  "A"  of  Margaretta  S.  Ridgeley 
at  a  distance  of  76.72  feet  from  a  stone  at  the  be- 
ginning of  said  first  line  and  running  thence  bind- 
ing on  part  of  the  first  and  second  lines  of  said 
Share  "A",  south  10  degrees  25  minutes  30  sec- 
onds west  900.68  feet  and  south  87  degrees  38 
minutes  east  1968.60  feet  to  the  beginning. 

Saving  and  excepting  from  the  above  described 
parcel  of  land  all  the  following  part  thereof  in 
which  the  rights  aforesaid  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  are  reserved,  described  as 
follows :

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of  a  proposed  50  foot  road  running  thence  along 
the  south  side  of  said  road  south  68  degrees  37 
minutes  30  seconds  east  438.83  feet  to  intersect  the 
first  line  of  the  above  described  first  parcel  run- 
ning thence  north  2  degrees  42  minutes  cast  49.60 
feet  to  the  end  of  the  said  first  line,  thence  along 
part  of  the  second  line  north  8  degrees  48  minutes 
east  3.08  feet  to  the  north  side  of  the  aforesaid 
proposed  road  thence  along  said  north  side  north 
68  degrees  37  minutes  30  seconds  west  202.29  feet 
to  interect  the  second  line  of  that  piece  of  land  re- 
ferred to  as  parcel  No.  4  in  the  above  mentioned 
condemnation  proceedings  thence  leaving  said 
road  binding  on  part  of  said  second  line  north  21 
degrees  22  minutes  30  seconds  east  155.62  feet  to 
intersect  the  third  line  or  north  68  degrees  53 
minutes  west  1154.14  foot  line  of  the  parcel  first 
described  at  a  point  distant  167.41  feet  north- 
westerly from  a  stone  at  the  beginning  of  said 
fourth  line  running  thence  binding  on  part  of  said 
fourth  line  north  68  degrees  53  minutes  west 
300.00  feet  to  intersect  the  fourth  line  of  the  above 
mentioned  fourth  parcel  in  the  condemnation  run- 
ning thence  binding  on  part  of  said  fourth  line  and 
continuing  the  same  course  south  21  degrees  22 
minutes  30  seconds  west  204.27  feet  to  interesect 
the  south  side  of  the  hereinbefore  mentioned  pro- 
posed 50  foot  road  running  thence  binding  on  said 
south  side  south  68  degrees  37  minutes  30  seconds 
east  20.00  feet  to  intersect  the  third  line  of  the

County  in  Liber  No.  12,  folio  57,  running  thence 
leaving  the  west  side  of  Oakleigh  Road  and  bind- 
ing on  the  south  side  of  Lot  No.  269,  and  also  on 
the  south  side  of  a  piece  of  land  conveyed  by 
Margaretta  S.  Ridgeley  to  Otto  Brems  by  deed 
dated  August  5th,  1941  and  recorded  in  Liber 
C.  W.  B.  Jr.  1183,  folio  No.  8,  North  65  degrees  45 
minutes  west  296.10  feet  thence  on  the  west  side 
of  the  property  conveyed  to  Brems  and  crossing  a 
proposed  road  known  as  Yakona  Road  North  24 
degrees  15  minutes  east  165.57  feet  to  the  north 
side  of  said  proposed  road  running  thence  on  said 
north  side  North  86  degrees  38  minutes  east 
309.10  feet  to  a  point  where  the  said  north  side  in- 
tersects the  west  side  of  Oakleigh  Road  running 
thence  binding  on  the  west  side  of  Oakleigh  Road 
North  21  degrees  44  minutes  east  110.43  feet  to 
the  southeast  corner  of  Lot  No.  295,  said  lot  being

thence  crossing  said  road  South  10  degrees  19 
minutes  west  51.52  feet  running  thence  binding  on 
the  east  line  of  Lots  Nos.  165,  164,  163,  and  162  of 
said  Plat  No.  1  of  Ridgeleigh,  south  15  degrees  44 
minutes  west  404.44  feet  to  the  north  side  of  a  pro- 
posed road  known  as  Amuskai  Road,  thence  cross- 
ing said  road  South  21  degrees  41  minutes  west 
50.05  feet  to  the  south  side  and  also  to  intersect  the 
third  line  of  that  piece  of  land  conveyed  by  Marga- 
retta S.  Ridgeley  to  Kathryn  R,  Vinson  by  deed 
dated  December  4th,  1940  and  recorded  in  the 
Land  Records  of  Baltimore  County  in  Liber  C.  W.

side  of  said  proposed  road  running  thence  binding 
on  said  north  side  north  68  degrees  37  minutes  30 
seconds  west  297.74  to  intersect  the  before  men- 
tioned first  line  of  the  before  mentioned  Parcel 
No.  5  in  the  condemnation  proceedings,  running

and  also  to  the  beginning  of  the  first  or  170.00  foot 
line  of  Parcel  No.  6  in  the  condemnation  proceed- 
ings running  thence  south  68  degrees  37  minutes 
30  seconds  east  198.89  feet  binding  on  the  whole 
of  the  said  first  line  and  continuing  the  course  of 
the  said  first  line  to  intersect  the  west  side  of  Oak-

Beginning  for  the  second  at  a  point  where  the 
sixth  or  north  86  degrees  38  minutes  east  309.10 
foot  line  of  the  piece  of  Ridgeley  land  secondly 
described  above  intersects  the  first  line  of  Parcel 
No.  7  of  the  condemnation  proceedings  said  point 
of  intersection  being  distant  145.89  feet  westerly 
from  the  end  of  the  said  sixth  line,  running  thence 
binding  on  part  of  the  first  line  of  Parcel  No.  7

An  ordinance  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  Agreement  dated  March 
17,  1943,  by  and  between  the  State  Roads  Commission,  acting 
for  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
relating  to  the  widening  and  improving  of  Lombard  Street  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lehigh  Street,  both  of  said  streets  being  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council   of  Baltimore,   That  the  following 
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agreement  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

"This  Agreement,  made  this  17th  day  of  March, 
1943,  by  and  between  the  State  Roads  Commis- 
sion, acting  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of 
the  first  part,  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the 
"State",  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, a  municipal  corporation,  party  of  the  second 
part,  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  "City", 
and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
a  body  corporate  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  third  part,  herein- 
after sometimes  called  the  "Railroad". 

Whereas,  the  State  Roads  Commission,  in  co- 
operation with  the  United  States  Commissioner 
of  Public  Roads  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  is  about  to  begin  the  widening  and 
improvement  of  Lombard  Street  in  the  vicinity 
of  Lehigh  Street,  both  of  said  streets  being  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  which  project  will  require  the 
reconstruction  of  the  existing  railroad  bridge  of 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  above 
and  across  Lombard  Street. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  : 
That  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  mutual 
covenants  and  promises  herein  set  forth  to  be  ob- 
served, kept  and  performed  by  each  party  hereto, 
it  is  mutually  agreed  as  follows  : 

(1)  The  State  agrees  to  reconstruct,  or  cause  to 
be  reconstructed,  without  expense  to  the  Railroad, 
the  existing  railroad  bridge  and  abutments  which 
carry  the  two  existing  tracks  of  the  Railroad 
above  and  across  Lombard  Street  at  Lehigh 
Street.  The  reconstruction  of  said  railroad  bridge 
shall  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
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neer  of  the  Railroad.  The  bridge  work  to  be  done 
under  this  agreement  shall  be  the  removal  of  ex- 
isting stone  masonry  abutments  and  3-span  steel 
and  timber  deck  superstructure  of  present  under- 
pass bridge  No.  1-D,  and  the  construction  of  a 
new  single-span  underpass  structure  under  the 
tracks  of  the  Railroad,  consisting  of  concrete 
masonry  abutments,  structural  steel  and  concrete 
superstructure  with  provision  for  carrying  two 
tracks  over  and  above  Lombard  Street  with  a  ver- 
tical clearance  of  not  less  than  14  feet  0  inches  at 
any  point.  The  said  abutments  are  to  be  spaced 
60  feet  apart  from  face  to  face,  and  equidistant 
from  the  center  line  of  Lombard  Street. 

(2)  The  State  agrees  to  build,  without  expense 
to  the  Railroad,  under  said  reconstructed  railroad 
bridge  a  new  roadway  and  sidewalks  for  Lombard 
Street.  All  of  said  highway  and  bridge  work  shall 
be  done  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be  approved 
by  the  respective  Chief  Engineers  of  the  City,  the 
State  and  the  Railroad. 

(3)  The  Railroad  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  it  will,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  execu- 
tion of  this  agreement,  grant  and  convey  to  the 
City,  without  cost  to  the  City,  to  the  extent  of  the 
Railroad's  existing  title  therein,  all  rights  and 
easements  it  has  in  any  of  the  land  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  utilize  in  the  reconstruction  of  said  rail- 
road bridge  and  its  abutments,  and  in  the  widen- 
ing and  rebuilding  of  Lombard  Street,  as  herein 
contemplated;  provided,  however,  that  said  deed 
or  deeds  may  contain  a  reservation  to  the  Rail- 
road of  the  right  to  maintain  the  aforesaid  bridge 
and  abutments  and  to  maintain  and  operate  above 
and  across  said  Lombard  Street,  on  said  bridge, 
the  aforesaid  two  existing  railroad  tracks. 
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The  Railroad  further  covenants  and  agrees 
that,  immediately  upon  the  execution  of  this 
agreement,  the  State,  the  City  and  public  utility 
corporations  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon 
any  of  the  lands  involved  in  this  project  in  which 
the  Railroad  has  any  interest,  and  there  to  do  any 
and  all  acts  and  things  necessary  to  proceed  with 
and  complete  the  project  herein  contemplated,  and 
to  install,  construct,  alter  and  relocate  all  neces- 
sary utility  structures  and  facilities. 

(4)  The  Railroad  hereby  waives  and  releases 
the  City  and  the  State  from  any  and  all  damages 
and  claims  for  damages  it  may,  might  or  can  have 
on  account  of  this  project,  and  any  and  all  work 
undertaken  in  connection  therewith,  and  the  City 
and  the  State,  as  far  as  it  is  legally  possible  for 
them  to  do  so,  agree  that  the  Railroad  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  benefit  assessments  due  to  the  con- 
struction of  this  project. 

(5)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  neither 
the  State  Roads  Commission  nor  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  be  liable  to  the 
Railroad  or  any  other  individual  or  corporation 
for  any  damages,  losses  or  expenses  caused  by  the 
operations  of  the  Railroad  in  connection  with  the 
work  contemplated  by  this  agreement. 

(6)  The  property  involved,  the  bridge  and 
abutments  as  proposed  to  be  reconstructed  and 
Lombard  Street  as  proposed  to  be  widened  and 
improved  are  shown  on  a  plat  dated  May  1,  1942, 
and  numbered  B.  H.  4-1,  which  is  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof. 

(7)  Responsibility  for  the  several  items  of 
work  shall  be  as  follows: 
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(a)  The  following  items  shall  be  let  in  contract 
by  the  State,  at  State 's  expense  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement : 

(1)  Furnish  all  materials  for  temporary  sup- 
porting. 

(2)  Remove  present  masonry. 

(3)  Construct  new  substructure. 

(4)  Construct  new  superstructure  on  false- 
work and  furnish  rolling  equipment. 

(5)  Construct  roadway  and  sidewalks  under 
the  bridge. 

(b)  The  following  items  shall  be  done  by  the 
Railroad  with  its  own  forces,  at  State's  expense, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  agreement : 

(1)  Construct,  maintain  and  remove  tempo- 
rary supporting. 

(2)  Remove  present  superstructure  and  roll 
in  place  new  superstructure. 

(3)  Make  necessary  track  changes  and  track 
raise. 

(4)  Install  inner  guard  rail. 

(5)  Make  necessary  changes  in  and  restore 
telephone,  telegraph,  power  and  signal 
lines  of  the  Railroad. 

(6)  Paint  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Emblems  on 
new  bridge. 

(7)  Provide  flagmen,  telegraph  operators, 
watchmen  and  other  protective  services 
and  devices  to  insure  safety  and  con- 
tinuity of  train  operation,  as  may  be 
necessary. 

(8)  Any  work  not  specifically  provided  for  in 
Paragraph  7  shall  be  done  by  one  of  the  parties 
hereto  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  from  time 
to  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 
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(9)  All  work  to  be  clone  by  the  Railroad  under 
the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  the  cost  of 
which  the  State  is  to  bear,  shall  be  done  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  approved  by 
the  Railroad  and  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the 
intent  of  this  agreement,  and  in  accordance  with 
good  engineering  practice. 

All  work  by  the  State  shall  be  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  standard  and  supplemental  specifi- 
cations of  the  State  in  force  on  the  date  of  the 
award  of  the  contract  together  with  such  special 
provisions  as  may  be  necessary,  except  that  work 
upon  railroad  structures  shall  be  done  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the 
Railroad  and  approved  by  the  State,  which  plans 
and  specifications  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  em- 
brace the  standard  specifications  of  the  State. 

The  State  shall  bear  all  costs  of  protecting  rail- 
road traffic  made  necessary  or  occasioned  in  opera- 
tions to  remove  the  old  bridge  and  to  construct 
proposed  bridge  as  set  forth  in  special  provisions 
to  be  approved  by  the  parties  hereto. 

The  Railroad  agrees  to  furnish,  at  the  sole  ex- 
pense of  the  State,  such  switch  tenders,  flagmen, 
telegraph  operators,  pilots,  watchmen,  or  other 
services  and  devices  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Rail- 
road are  required  to  insure  safety  and  continuity 
of  railroad  traffic  during  the  Contractor's  opera- 
tions. 

(10)  The  State  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
engineering  on  the  project,  but  the  Railroad  shall 
provide  such  engineering  service  as  the  State  may 
require,  but  nothing  herein  shall  deny  the  Rail- 
road the  right  to  place  an  inspector  on  the  work 
being  done  on  the  Railroad's  property  or  facili- 
ties.

Necessary  preliminary  and  construction  engi- 
neering costs  incurred  by  the  Railroad  shall  be 
borne  by  the  State. 

Any  of  the  Railroad's  equipment,  such  as  work 
trains,  locomotive  cranes,  cars  or  other  rolling 
stock  needed  on  the  work  by  the  State's  contractor 
in  carrying  out  its  contract,  shall  not  be  charge- 
able to  the  parties  hereto,  but  the  cost  of  the 
rental  of  such  equipment  shall  be  borne  by  the 
said  contractor  as  a  part  of  the  contract  price  for 
the  work. 

The  State  shall  require  its  Contractor  to  reim- 
burse the  Railroad  for  the  use  of  such  equipment 
promptly  upon  receipt  of  bills,  and  agrees  to  with- 
hold final  payment  to  its  Contractor  until  the 
Railroad  has  notified  the  State  that  all  bills  have 
been  settled. 

(11)  It  is  understood  that  the  construction  costs 
of  the  project  herein  contemplated  are  to  be 
financed  from  funds  provided  by  the  Federal 
government  and  State,  and  expended  under  Fed- 
eral regulations,  that  all  plans,  specifications,  esti- 
mates of  cost,  awards  of  contracts,  acceptance  of 
work  or  procedure  in  general  are  subject  at  all 
times  to  all  Federal  laws,  rules,  regulations, 
orders  and  approvals,  applying  to  it  as  a  Federal 
Project  and  the  State  will  reimburse  the  Railroad, 
as  provided  herein,  only  in  such  amount  and  forms 
as  are  proper  and  eligible  for  payment  from  Fed- 
eral funds,  and  which  have  received  approval  by 
proper  Federal  authorities,  and  the  Railroad  shall 
render  its  billing  in  accordance  with  said  rules 
and  regulations  and  further  agrees  to  provide  and 
furnish  such  itemized  records  of,  and  substantiat- 
ing data  for,  such  costs  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  materials  furnished  by  Railroad  to  be  used 
in  temporary  work,  State  will  reimburse  Railroad 
on  the  following  basis : 
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(a)  At  the  rate  of  6%  of  the  current  market 
value  of  similar  new  materials  for  steel  girders, 
steel  beams,  switches,  frogs,  switch  stands,  rails, 
rail  joints,  tie  plates,  other  track  fastenings  and 
other  heavy  iron  and  steel  materials. 

(b)  At  the  rate  of  25$  of  the  current  market 
value  of  similar  new  materials  for  timber  1  teams, 
caps,  stringers,  bridge  and  track  ties,  poles, 
bracing,  decking,  crossing  plank,  and  other  heavy 
timber  material,  and  for  signal  and  telephone  and 
telegraph  material. 

Eailroad  will  be  reimbursed  for  use  of  work 
train  equipment  on  the  basis  of  hourly  rate  ap- 
proved for  the  Eailroad  by  the  Public  Roads  Ad- 
ministration covering  work  train  operating  and 
repair  costs. 

Railroad  will  be  reimbursed  for  the  cost  of  Em- 
ployers Liability  Insurance  of  persons  employed 
directly  on  the  project.  Where  the  insurance  i- 
carried  with  a  regular  insurance  company,  reim- 
bursement will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  rates 
established  in  the  policy  for  each  classification  of 
employment. 

Any  new  ties  and  rails  in  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Railroad's  permanent  tracks  will  be  furnished 
on  the  project  by  the  Railroad  at  its  expense. 

In  the  event  that  delays  or  difficulties  arise  in 
securing  necessary  Federal  approvals,  or  in  secur- 
ing necessary  rights-of-way  or  settling  damage 
or  damage  claims  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
State  render  it  impracticable  to  utilize  Federal 
funds  from  the  current  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  project,  then  at  any  time  before  a 
construction  contract  is  executed  by  the  State,  the 
State  may  serve  formal  notice  of  cancellation 
upon  the  Railroad  of  this  agreement. 

(12)  The  Railroad  shall  put  in  execution  such 
"Slow  Orders"  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
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the  work  under  this  agreement  with  reasonable 
economy  and  dispatch.  It  is  understood  that  any 
required  speed  of  less  than  thirty  (30)  miles  per 
hour  is  an  unreasonable  restriction  of  traffic. 

The  State  shall  require  its  contractor,  at  all 
times,  to  use  all  reasonable  care  and  diligence  and 
to  cooperate  with  the  officers  of  the  Railroad  in 
order  to  avoid  accidents,  damage  or  unnecessary 
delay  to  or  interference  with  trains  upon  the 
tracks  of  the  Railroad. 

(13)  The  entire  cost  of  the  construction  work 
herein  contemplated,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  agreement,  shall  be  borne  by  the  State. 

The  Railroad,  for  its  force  account  work,  may 
bill  the  State  monthly  when  costs  exceed  $1,000. 
Progressive  invoices  may  be  submitted  for  work 
done  during  the  previous  month  or  period  showing 
portion  of  estimated  cost  completed.  Final  bill 
covering  actual  cost  of  work  and  showing  all  de- 
tails shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  within  ninety 
(90)  days  after  completion  of  said  work.  The 
State  shall  pay  all  bills  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  receipt  thereof.  Final  payment  for  all 
amounts  due  the  Railroad  shall  be  paid  by  the 
State  within  (30)  days  after  final  audit  has  been 
made  and  approved  by  the  Public  Roads  Admin- 
istration. 

(14)  The  State  shall  acquire,  without  cost  to 
the  Railroad,  all  property  or  property  rights,  ex- 
cept those  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Railroad, 
as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the  work  con- 
templated herein. 

Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as  against 
the  others,  any  and  all  damages  or  right  to  claim 
damages  to  any  of  its  property  growing  out  of  or 
in  any  way  connected  with  the  improvements  here- 
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in  contemplated,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for 
in  this  agreement. 

(15)  Before  any  work  on  this  project  is  com-

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
State  that  with  respect  to  the  operations  he  per- 
forms, he  carries  regular  Contractors'  Public 
Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of  not 
less  than  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.)  for 
all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or 
death  of  one  person,  and  subject  to  that  limit  for 
each  person,  a  total  limit  of  Two  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($200,000.)  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Con- 
tractors' Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance 
providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  Fifty  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($50,000.)  for  all  damages  arising  out 
of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  in  any  one 
accident,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  per  accident, 
a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  One  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($100,000.)  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  during 
the  policy  period. 
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If  any  part  of  the  work  is  sublet  similar  insur- 
ance shall  be  provided  by  or  in  behalf  of  the 
subcontractors  to  cover  their  operations. 

L}.    Contractors'  Protective  Public  Liability 
and  Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
Slate  that,  with  respect  to  the  operations  per- 
formed for  him  by  sub-contractors,  he  carries  in 
his  own  behalf  regular  Contractors'  Protective 
Public  Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit 
of  not  less  than'  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.) 
for  damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or 
death  of  one  person,  and  subject  to  that  limit  for 
each  person,  a  total  limit  of  Two  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($200,000.)  for  all  damages  a  rising- 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Con- 
tractors' Protective  Property  Damage  Liability 
Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.)  for  all  dam- 
ages arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of 
property  in  any  one  accident,  and  subject  to  that 
limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of 
One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.)  for 
all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  lo  or  destruc- 
tion of  property  during  the  policy  period. 

3.  Railroad's  and  City's  Protective  Public 
Liability  and  Properly  Damage  Liability 
Insurance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Contractor  shall 
furnish  evidence  to  the  State  that,  with  respect  to 
the  operations  he  or  any  of  his  subcontractors  per- 
form, he  has  provided  for  and  in  behalf  of  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  regular  Pro- 
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tective  Public  Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a 
limit  of  not  less  than  Fifty  Thousand  Collars 
($50,000.)  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  deatli  of  one  person,  and,  subject  to 
that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit  of  Two 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($200,000.)  for  all 
damages  arising-  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death 
of  two  or  more  persons  in  any  one  accident,  and 
regular  Protective  Property  Damage  Liability 
Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.)  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property 
in  any  one  accident,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  per 
accident,  a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  One  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.)  for  all  dam- 
ages arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of 
property  during  the  policy  period. 

The  insurance  hereinbefore  specified  shall  be 
carried  until  all  work  required  to  be  performed 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract  is  satisfactorily 
completed  as  evidenced  by  the  formal  acceptance 
by  the  State. 

(16)  The  work  provided  for  in  this  agreement 
shall  be  commenced  by  the  parties  hereto  within 
thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  on  which  this  agree- 
ment becomes  effective  and  all  necessary  Federal 
approvals  are  received  on  the  project,  and  all 
funds  necessary  therefor  on  the  part  of  the  State 
have  been  properly  certified  and  made  available, 
and  it  shall  be  completed  within  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter. 

(17)  It  is  agreed  that  the  Railroad  shall  be  per- 
mitted, subject  to  the  approval  and  supervision 
of  the  Chief  Engineers  of  the  State  Roads  Com- 
mission and  the  City,  in  such  manner  as  not  to 
interfere  with  traffic   or  endanger  the  traveling 
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public  on  said  highway,  without  charge  to  the 
Railroad,  to  attach  at  the  expense  of  the  Railroad 
to  said  structure  at  any  time  after  its  completion 
signals,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone,  and 
other  wires  and  devices  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature 
and  description  now  used  or  hereafter  to  be  used 
in  the  operation  of  the  Railroad. 

The  City  and/or  any  public  service  corporation 
shall  have  the  right  to  attach  to  said  bridge  such 
pipes,  mains,  conductors,  lights,  traffic  and  safety 
signs,  and  other  facilities  and  appurtenances  as 
may  be  required,  at  any  time  or  times,  by  the 
City  and  or  such  public  service  corporation,  in 
connection  with  the  performance  of  any  municipal 
or  public  service  function,  provided  that  such 
pipes,  mains,  conduits,  etc.,  shall  not  injure  or 
damage  the  bridge  structure  or  interfere  with  the 
safe  and  proper  operation  or  maintenance  of  the 
railroad. 

(18)  After  the  completion  of  the  improvements 
herein  contemplated,  the  Railroad  shall,  at  its  own 
sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain,  repair  and  recon- 
struct all  parts  of  said  bridge  and  other  of  its 
facilities  constructed  or  changed  under  the  terms 
of  this  agreement,  and  the  City  shall  maintain, 
repair  and  reconstruct  all  parts  of  the  highway 
so  built  or  changed;  provided,  however,  that  noth- 
ing in  this  agreement  shall  be  held  or  construed 
to  relieve  any  owner  of  property  abutting  on  said 
Lombard  Street  from  any  legal  liability  such 
owner  otherwise  has,  or  will  have,  for  the  con- 
struction or  maintenance  of  any  sidewalk  along- 
said  highway. 

(19)  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agree- 
ment shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  all  parties 
thereto. 
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(20)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  con- 
tract is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City. 

(21)  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that, 
while  this  agreement  contemplates  payment  by 
the  State  of  the  costs  herein  enumerated,  yet  such 
payment  is  actually  an  advance  of  funds  by  the 
State,  and  a  part  of  said  advancement  is  to  be 
repaid  the  State  by  the  City  as  provided  by  the 
agreement  heretofore  entered  into  by  and  between 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the 
State  of  Maryland,  acting  through  the  State  Roads 
Commission,  dated  March  30,  1942,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  said  advancement  is  to  be  repaid  the 
State  by  the  Federal  Government  in  accordance 
with  the  project  agreement  to  be  entered  into  by 
State  and  the  Public  Roads  Administration;  and 
that  nothing  contained  in  this  agreement  shall  in 
any  way  be  construed  as  modifying  or  nullifying 
to  any  extent  whatsoever  any  of  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  aforesaid  executed  agreement  of 
March  30,  1942,  but  that  all  of  the  provisions 
thereof  shall  continue  to  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect.

viding for  the  inclusion  in  any  such  ordinance  of  certain 
terms,  conditions,  regulations  and  restrictions;  and  provid- 
ing for  certain  procedure  in  regard  to,  and  the  approval  of, 
any  application  by  the  proper  Federal  Authorities,  to  estab- 
lish, locate,  maintain  and  operate  any  such  camp  or  housing 
project  within  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayo?'  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  matter  of  paramount  public  policy 
and  necessity  to  enable  the  municipal  government 
of  Baltimore  City  to  properly  perform  its  consti- 
tutional public  duties,  and  to  protect  and  preserve 
the  health,  safety,  security,  and  well-being  of  the 
City  and  its  residents  and  inhabitants,  that  no 
camps  or  housing  projects  shall  be  established, 
maintained,  or  operated  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  for  migrant  or  in-migrant 
workers  or  laborers  not  permanent  residents  of 
Baltimore  City,  by  the  United  States  of  America 
or  any  agency  thereof,  or  by  any  other  person  or 
persons,  unless  and  until  the  site  upon  which  the 
same  is  to  be  located  shall  have  been  finally  ap- 
proved and  authorized  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
camp  or  housing  project  for  migrant  or  in-migrant 
workers  or  their  families,  not  permanent  resi- 
dents of  Baltimore  City,  shall  be  located,  estab- 
lished, or  maintained  by  the  United  States  of 
America,  or  any  Department,  Bureau,  Agency,  or 
Authority  thereof,  or  by  any  other  corporation  or 
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corporations,  person  or  persons,  whatever,  at  any 
place  within  the  City  of  Baltimore  until  the  site 
upon  which  any  such  camp  or  housing  project  is 
proposed  to  be  located  shall  first  be  approved  and 
authorized  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
ordinance  providing  for  the  location  of  any  such 
site  shall,  among  other  things,  expressly  limit  the 
period  during  which  said  camp  or  housing  project 
may  be  maintained  and  operated  to  a  time  not 
more  than  six  (6)  months  after  the  end  of  the 
present  war,  and  shall  provide  such  other  regula- 
tions, restrictions,  and  conditions  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  to  protect  the 
health,  safety  and  security  of  the  residents  and  in- 
habitants of  Baltimore  City. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  when- 
ever in  the  national  public  interest,  in  connection

merce Street  to  Water  Street,  and  shall  have  the 
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exclusive  right  to  stand,  without  limitation  as  to 
time,  provided  there  is  attached  and  displayed  on 
each  such  vehicle  proper  identification  insignia.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  park  a  vehicle, 
other  than  a  vehicle  used  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard 
officials,  in  the  above-designated  space.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten 
Dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  incon- 
sistency. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage,  and  shall  continue  in  effect  until  six  (6) 
months  after  the  termination  of  the  present  war, 
at  which  time  it  shall  become  null  and  void.

An  ordinance  regulating  the  loading,  unloading  and  handling 
of  ammunition  on  or  from  merchant  ships  in  the  Patapsco 
River  and  tributaries  for  the  defense  of  said  ships  for  the 
duration  of  the  war  in  which  the  United  States  of  America 
is  now  engaged,  suspending  any  and  all  laws,  ordinances  or 
resolutions  now  in  force  which  are  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  the  extent  of  any  such  incon- 
sistency, and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

Whereas,  Ordinance  No.  336,  approved  August 
28,  1913  (codified  as  Sections  Nos.  49  to  87,  inclu- 
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sive,  of  Article  15  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code, 
1927  Edition),  regulates  the  loading,  unloading, 
handling  and  shipment  of  explosives  in  and 
through  the  Patapsco  River  and  tributaries  and 
the  enforcement  of  certain  provisions  of  said  ordi- 
nance is  delaying  the  prompt  sailing  of  ships 
engaged  in  the  war  effort ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  desired  to  fully  cooperate  with 
the  Federal  Government  to  the  end  that  ships  may 
sail  on  time  for  their  destinations  and  thus  hasten 
to  an  end  the  war  in  which  this  nation  is  now 
engaged. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  ammunition  may 
be  loaded,  unloaded  or  handled  on  or  from  mer- 
chant ships  while  in  the  Patapsco  River  and  tribu- 
taries for  the  purpose  of  defending  said  ships 
against  the  enemies  of  this  nation,  subject  to  the 
following  terms,  provisions  and  conditions : 

1.  All  ammunition  shall  be  transported  to  or 
from  said  ships  by  water ; 

2.  No  supply  boat  transporting  ammunition 
either  to  or  from  a  merchant  ship  shall  carry  more 
than  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  pounds  of  ammuni- 
tion at  any  one  time ; 

3.  Ammunition  shall  be  either  loaded  or  un- 
loaded to  or  from  any  merchant  ship  or  supply 
boat  only  during  the  period  of  time  between  sun- 
rise and  sunset  so  that  there  will  be  ample  daylight 
in  which  to  conduct  the  operations ;  provided, 
however,  that  in  extreme  emergencies,  ammuni- 
tion may  be  either  loaded  or  unloaded  to  or  from 
merchant  ships  or  ammunition  supply  boats  at  any 
time  other  than  that  specified  above  if  special  per- 
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mission  to  do  so  is  first  had  and  obtained  from  the 
Captain  of  the  Port  and  the  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentative of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  adequate  and  proper  lighting 
facilities  are  provided  which  said  lighting  facili- 
ties shall  be  approved  by  the  Captain  of  the  Port 
and  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  Balti- 
more City,  or  their  duly  authorized  representa- 
tives ; 

4.  All  loading,  unloading  and  handling  of  am- 
munition shall  be  in  strict  accordance  with  all 
Federal  laws,  rules  and  regulations  and  all  such 
operations  shall  be  performed  under  the  super- 
vision and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Captain  of  the 
Port  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  their  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentatives ; 

5.  Only  such  ammunition  supply  boats  as  have 
been  previously  approved  by  the  Captain  of  the 
Port  shall  load,  unload,  carry,  transport  or  handle 
ammunition  and  all  of  said  supply  boats  shall  be 
equipped  with  adequate  and  proper  fire  extin- 
guishing equipment  approved  by  the  Captain  of 
the  Port ; 

6.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  taken  or 
construed  to  be  applicable  to  either  the  loading, 
unloading  or  handling  of  cargoes  of  ammunition 
or  other  explosives  on  or  from  ships  in  the 
Patapsco  Eiver  or  tributaries. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any 
and  every  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  violates 
any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  Fifty  Dollars   ($50.00)  nor  more  than 
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One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  and  every 
violation. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  terminate  in  its  entirety  and  shall 
be  null  and  void  at  the  time  when  the  United 
States  of  America  ceases  to  be  actually  engaged 
in  the  hostilities  in  which  it  is  at  present  engaged 
with  certain  foreign  countries. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  taken  or  con- 
strued to  repeal,  affect,  modify,  change  or  amend, 
in  any  manner  whatsoever,  any  provision  or  provi- 
sions of  Ordinance  No.  336,  approved  August  28, 
1913,  regulating  the  loading,  unloading,  handling 
and  shipment  of  explosives  in  and  through  the 
Patapsco  River  and  tributaries,  except  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  provisions  of  said  Ordinance  No.  336, 
approved  August  28,  1913,  are  inconsistent  with 
the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  even  then,  in  all  cases  where  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Ordinance  No.  336,  approved 
August  28,  1913,  are  inconsistent  with  the  terms, 
provisions  or  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  the 
inconsistent  provisions  of  said  Ordinance  No. 
336,  approved  August  28,  1913,  shall  only  be 
suspended  during  the  period  of  time  that  this 
ordinance  is  in  full  force  and  effect;  and  that 
any  and  all  other  laws,  ordinances  or  resolutions 
now  in  force  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  terms, 
provisions  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  suspended  to  the  extent  of  any  such  in- 
consistency during  the  period  of  time  that  this 
ordinance  is  in  full  force  and  effect  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  taken  or  con- 
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strued  to  impose  any  liability  upon  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  any  of  its  officers, 
agents  or  employees,  for  damages  for  loss  of  life 
or  injuries  to  any  person  or  property  resulting 
from,  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  any  ex- 
plosion or  fire  in  the  Patapsco  River  or  tributaries 
or  upon  any  wharf,  pier,  dock  or  landing  connected 
thereto,  regardless  of  whether  said  explosion  or 
fire  shall  occur  by  reason  of  the  failure  to  observe 
any  or  all  of  the  terms,  provisions  or  conditions 
of  this  ordinance  or  from  any  other  cause  whatso- 
ever; and  no  liability  shall  be  imposed  upon  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  any  of 
its  officers,  agents  or  employees,  by  reason  of  any- 
thing that  may  be  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  under  or  in  pur- 
suance of  any  of  the  terms,  provisions  or  condi- 
tions of  this  ordinance  or  by  reason  of  any  failure 
on  the  part  of  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  enforce 
the  terms,  provisions  or  conditions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
proceedings  of  said  Commissioners  for  Opening 
Streets,  with  reference  to  the  condemnation  and 
closing  of  said  streets  and  alleys  and  the  proceed- 
ings and  rights  of  all  parties  interested  or  affected 
thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by,  and  be  in  accord- 
ance with,  all  such  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  as  enacted  by 
Chapter  123  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  of  the  year  1898  (commonly  known 
as  the  New  Charter  of  Baltimore  City),  as  may  be 
applicable  thereto,  as  well  as  all  amendments 
thereof;  and  also  any  other  Acts  of  the  said 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  which  may  be  ap- 
plicable thereto ;  and  also  in  accordance  with  any 
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and  all  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  now  in  force  and  applicable  thereto.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  Bethlehem- 
Fairfield  Shipyard,  Inc.,  to  construct  and  maintain  in  and 
across  the  beds  of  Vera  Street,  Brady  Avenue  and  Carbon 
Avenue  an  underground  electrical  cable  encased  in  a  steel 
conduit,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  electricity  to  supply 
the  proposed  flood  lighting  system  of  said  Company  on  adja- 
cent property  in  Fairfield. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  Bethlehem-Fairfield  Shipyard,  Inc.,  herein- 
after referred  to  as  Grantee,  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  25  years,  an  underground 
electrical  cable,  and  necessary  appurtenances,  en- 
cased in  a  three-inch  steel  conduit,  in  and  across 
the  beds  of  Vera  Street,  Brady  Avenue  and  Car- 
bon Avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  elec- 
tricity to  supply  the  proposed  flood  lighting 
system  of  said  Grantee  on  adjacent  property,  in 
Fairfield,  the  said  cable,  conduit  and  appurte- 
nances being  located  as  follows : 

1.  In  and  across  Vera  Street,  at  right  angles 
to  the  centre  line  of  said  street,  at  a  point  about 
225  feet  north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Brady 
Avenue. 
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2.  In  and  across  Vera  Street,  in  a  straight  line, 
from  a  point  on  the  east  building  line  of  said 
street  about  160  feet  north  of  the  north  building 
line  of  Carbon  Avenue  to  a  point  on  the  west 
building  line  of  said  Vera  Street,  about  167  feet 
north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Carbon  Avenue. 

3.  In  and  across  Brady  Avenue  parallel  to  and 
about  1.5  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of 
Vera  Street. 

4.  In  and  across  Carbon  Avenue  parallel  to 
and  about  1.5  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of 
Vera  Street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
cable,  conduit  and  appurtenances  shall  be  con- 
structed and  completed  under  the  supervision  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  his  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentative. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  confer 
upon  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
the  right  to  erect  poles  or  other  apparatus  above 
ground. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times 
to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  muni- 
cipal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in 
respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
franchise  or  right  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after 
the  grant. 
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Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
maintain  the  said  cable,  conduit  and  appurte- 
nances in  good  condition  as  long  as  they  remain 
in  said  streets. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  or  right 
hereby  granted,  shall  be  the  sum  of  $110.00  per 
annum,  payable  in  advance  during  the  continu- 
ance of  said  franchise  or  right. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the 
terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made 
shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  same, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  the  right  to 
revoke  the  right  and  privilege  hereby  granted  at 
any  time  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  in- 
terest, welfare,  safety,  or  convenience  require 
such  revocation,  and  upon  written  notice  to  that 
effect  from  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City,  served 
upon  the  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  the 
said  revoked  right  and  privilege  shall  cease  and 
determine. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
the  event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture,  or  termi- 
nation of  the  right  and  privilege  by  this  ordinance 
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granted,  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  at  its  or  their  expense,  promptly  re- 
move said  cable,  conduit  and  appurtenances  and 
shall,  also,  at  its  or  their  expense,  promptly  re- 
store and  repave  said  streets  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  or  his 
duly  authorized  representative. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  damages  or 
expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  on  account 
of,  by  reason  of  or  in  any  way  resulting  from: 

(a)  The  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  reloca- 
tion or  removal  of  said  structures  and  facilities, 
or  any  of  them;  and/or 

(b)  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  promptly  and  properly 
perform  any  or  all  of  their  duties  or  obligations 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Authority  of  Baltimore  City  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  of  all  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  all 
of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  included  within  the  project 
lines  of  Area  "I"  of  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City, 
known  as  "Gilmor  Homes,"  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
a  certain  agreement  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  and  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City, 
dated  February  25,  1941,  which  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
were  condemned  and  opened  by  appropriate  proceedings 
under  Ordinance  No.  227,  approved  June  13,  1940,  and  were 
condemned  and  closed  by  appropriate  proceedings  under 
Ordinance  No.  343,  approved  December  26,  1940. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and

and  subsurface  utility  structures  and  appurte- 
nances which  are  required  to  be  kept  in  use  and 
operation  in  said  thoroughfares  and  said  Area 
"I,"  together  with  the  right  of  access  thereto,  at 
all  times,  for  any  and  all  such  purposes,  by  the 
officers,  agents  and  employees  of  the  City,  subject 
to  the  following  further  conditions  (to  be  incor- 
porated in  all  such  conveyances) : 

(a)  that  the  City  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to 
remove  any  abandoned  surface  or  subsurface  util- 
ity structures  or  appurtenances,  or  to  bear  the 
cost  of  removal  thereof ;  and 

(b)  that  the  City  shall  have  no  responsibility 
with  respect  to  any  surface  or  subsurface  utility 
structures  or  appurtenances  in  said  Area  "I" 
which  are  not  owned  by  it  or  which  are  no  longer 
used  by  it. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  2  shall  also  apply  to 
all  easements  for  new  or  relocated  surface  or  sub- 
surface utility  structures  which  may  be  necessary 
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in  any  part  or  parts  of  said  Area  "I",  because  of 
any  work  or  operations  of  the  Authority,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  all 
deeds  and  conveyances  to  be  executed  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  the 
said  Housing  Authority  shall  covenant  and  agree 
that  it  and  its  successors  and  assigns  shall  not,  at 
anv  time  or  times  hereafter,  build,  construct  or 
erect  any  buildings,  structures  and/or  railroad 
tracks  and/or  store  any  materials  or  equipment 
over,  above,  across  or  adjacent  to  any  City  utility 
structures  and/or  appurtenances  in  said  Area 
"I,"  without  first  securing  the  written  approval 
and  permission  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City ; 
provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph 
shall  apply  to  structures  and  appurtenances 
abandoned  by  the  City  or  acquired  by  the  said 
Authority. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
deed  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  to  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  of  Baltimore  City,  upon  settlement 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  Agreement 
dated  February  25,  1941,  and  upon  grant  to  the 
City  of  all  necessary  separate  easements,  as  pro- 
vided under  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  noth- 
ing in  this  Ordinance  contained,  nor  anything  done 
in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  held  or  taken  to 
waive  or  release  any  of  the  duties  and  obligations 
of  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  which  are  of  a  continuing 
nature  and  which  were  assumed  by  the  said  Au- 
thority, its  successors  and  assigns,  under  the  terms 
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and  provisions   of  said  Agreement  between  the 
Authority  and  the  City,  dated  February  25,  1941. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  agreement  dated  March 
10,  1943,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington 
Railroad  Company,  the  Union  Railroad  Company  of  Balti- 
more, and  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  lessee  of 
said  railroad  companies,  relating  to  the  widening  and  im- 
proving of  Lombard  Street  from  Haven  Street  to  Oldham 
Street,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  including  the  reconstruction  of 
the  bridge  over  the  Union  Railroad  and  the  construction  of  a 
new  bridge  above  and  across  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  Washington  Railroad,  all  as  shown  on  Plat  No.  B.  H.  4-2, 
dated  February  19,  1943,  attached  to  said  agreement. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  following 
agreement  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

1  i  This  Agreement,  made  this  10th  day  of  March, 
1943,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  party  of  the  first  part,  hereinafter 
called  the  City,  and  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  Washington  Railroad  Company,  the  Union 
Railroad  Company  of  Baltimore,  and  The  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company,  Lessee  of  The  Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Union  Railroad  Company  of 
Baltimore,  hereinafter  called  the  Railroad. 
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\Yhereas,  the  State  Roads  Commission,  in  co- 
operation with  the  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Public  Eoads  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  is  about  to  begin  to  widen  and  improve 
Lombard  Street  in  said  City  at  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  tracks  and  property  of  the  Eailroad,  as  a  part 
of  the  pending  Access  Roads  Program  of  said  pub- 
lic agencies,  and  to  carry  out  said  improvement, 
the  bridge  which  now  carries  the  existing  Lom- 
bard Street  above  and  across  the  Union  Railroad 
will  have  to  be  reconstructed,  and  it  will  also  be 
necessary  to  construct  an  entirely  new  bridge  to 
carry  said  Lombard  Street  above  and  across  the 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington  Rail- 
road ;  all  as  shown  on  the  plat  hereto  attached  as 
a  part  hereof,  said  plat  being  dated  February  19, 
1943,  numbered  B.  H.  1-2  and  designated  'Plat  at- 
tached to  and  forming  part  of  Agreement  between 
Baltimore  City  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  et  al., 
re  widening  and  improvement  of,  and  bridges 
along,  Lombard  Street  from  Haven  Street  to  Old- 
ham Street,  Baltimore,  Maryland,'  and  as  shown 
on  the  plans  of  the  bridges  numbered  DA  Wl  5- J 
and  DA  WI  5-1,  and  approved  by  the  Chief  Engi- 
neers of  the  Railroad,  the  City  and  the  State 
Roads  Commission. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth  : 
That  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the 
covenants,  promises  and  agreements,  herein  set 
forth,  to  be  observed,  kept  and  performed  by  each 
party  hereto,  it  is  mutually  covenanted,  stipulated 
and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  as 
follows : 

(1)  The  City  agrees  to  reconstruct,  or  cause  to 
be  reconstructed,  without  any  cost  or  expense  to 
the  Railroad  whatsover,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided,  the  bridge  which  now  carries  the 
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existing  Lombard  Street  above  and  across  the 
Union  Railroad.  This  work  shall  consist  of  re- 
moving the  superstructure  of  the  existing  bridge 
and  replacing  it  by  a  new  superstructure,  60  feet 
wide,  supported  on  the  present  stone  abutments 
and  the  necessary  additional  concrete  abutments, 
to  accommodate  the  new  60-foot  superstructure, 
and  also  constructing  the  necessary  concrete  ap- 
proach retaining  walls.  The  vertical  clearance  of 
said  reconstructed  bridge  above  the  railroad 
tracks  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  existing 
bridge. 

The  reconstruction  of  said  bridge  shall  be  done 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Railroad  and  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifi- 
cations approved  by  him,  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  City  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State 
Roads  Commission. 

(2)  The  City  agrees  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed,  without  any  cost  or  expense  to  the 
Railroad  whatsover,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  the  bridge  or  viaduct  to  carry  said  Lom- 
bard Street  above  and  across  the  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad,  said  bridge 
or  viaduct  to  be  about  54  feet  wide,  and  its  centre 
line  to  be  approximately  the  same  as  the  centre 
line  of  Lombard  Street  as  proposed  to  be  widened 
75  feet  wide. 

Said  bridge  or  viaduct  shall  extend  from  a  point 
in  said  Lombard  Street  about  56  feet  east  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  easterlv  to  Oldham 
Street. 

Said  bridge  or  viaduct  work  shall  consist  of— 
(a)  a  fill  (between  retaining  walls),  on  the  west 
end,  about  165  feet  long;  (b)  a  fill  (between  retain- 
ing walls),  on  the  east  end,  about  130  feet  long; 
(c)  three  48  ft.  spans  on  each  side  of  said  Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad,  said 
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48  ft.  spans  having  a  vertical  clearance  varying 
from  10  feet  to  19  feet ;  and  (d)  a  main  span  about 
110  feet  long  over  said  railroad,  with  about  1  ft. 
greater  vertical  clearance  above  the  railroad 
tracks  than  the  present  street  railway  viaduct. 

Said  bridge  or  viaduct  work  shall  also  include 
the  removal  of  said  existing  street  railway  viaduct. 

The  construction  of  the  new  bridge  or  viaduct 
shall  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Railroad  and  in  accordance  with  plans 
and  specifications  to  be  approved  by  him,  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  and  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  State  Roads  Commission. 

(3)  The  City  shall  install,  renew,  replace  and 
maintain  proper  and  sufficient  drains  and  drain- 
age facilities  to  divert  storm  and  other  waters 
from  the  Railroad's  land  and  roadbed  which  may 
accumulate  from  time  to  time  on  the  highway  and 
property  of  the  City,  due  to  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  widening  of  said  Lombard  Street 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
bridge. 

(4)  All  work  to  be  done  by  the  City  or  the  State 
Roads  Commission  on  or  over  the  Railroad's  right 
of  way  or  property  in  the  removal  of  said  existing 
street  railway  viaduct  and  in  the  reconstruction 
and  construction  of  said  bridges  including  the 
abutments,  columns,  supporting  structures  and 
appurtenances,  and  in  connection  with  said  pro- 
ject, shall  be  done  at  such  times,  in  such  manner 
and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  satis- 
factory to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railroad,  or 
his  authorized  representative,  and  so  as  not  to  in- 
terfere in  any  manner  with  or  endanger  the  move- 
ment of  trains  or  traffic  upon  the  tracks  of  the 
Railroad.  The  City  agrees  to,  and  it  shall,  require 
the  contractor  to  use  every  care  and  precaution  in 
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order  to  avoid  accident,  damage  to  or  delay  of  or 
interference  with  the  Kail  road's  trains  or  other 
property. 

The  City  or  the  State  Roads  Commission  shall 
remove  from  within  the  limits  of  the  Railroad's 
right  of  way  and  property  all  equipment,  materials 
and  property  used  in  connection  with  the  project, 
but  not  incorporated  in  said  bridges  and  appurte- 
nances as  a  part  thereof,  and  shall  keep  and  leave 
the  right  of  way  and  property  of  the  Railroad  in  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railroad  or  his  authorized  representative. 

(5)  After  the  bridges  are  completed,  the  City 
shall  not  alter  either  bridge  in  any  manner  what- 
soever to  decrease  the  horizontal  or  vertical  clear- 
ances thereunder  as  shown  on  the  said  approved 
plans  and  specifications,  without  obtaining  the 
written  consent  of  the  Railroad  or  its  authorized 
representative. 

(6)  The  cost  of  any  watchmen,  flagmen  or  work- 
men deemed  necessary  by  the  Railroad  during  the 
removal  of  the  existing  viaduct,  and  during  the  re- 
construction and  construction  of  the  bridges  and 
appurtenances,  to  protect  or  safeguard  railway 
traffic,  and  any  work  by  the  Railroad  occasioned 
by  the  work  to  be  performed  by  the  Contractor, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  contractor,  and  final  settle- 
ment with  the  contractor  shall  be  contingent  upon 
a  showing  that  the  Railroad  has  been  reimbursed 
for  all  such  services. 

(7)  Before  any  work  on  this  project  is  com- 
menced, the  contractor,  in  addition  to  any  other 
forms  of  insurance  or  bonds  required  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract  and  specification,  shall  carry 
insurance  of  the  f ollowing  kinds  and  amounts : 
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1.  Contractors '  Public  Liability  and  Property 

Damage  Liability  Insurance. 

The  contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
State  Roads  Commission  that,  with  respect  to  the 
operations  he  performs,  he  carries  regular  Con- 
tractors '  Public  Liability  Insurance  providing  for 
a  limit  of  not  less  than  $50,000.00  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one 
person,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person, 
a  total  limit  of  $200,000.00  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Con- 
tractors' Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance 
providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  $50,000.00  for 
all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction 
of  property  in  any  one  accident  and,  subject  to 
that  limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit 
of  $100,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury 
to  or  destruction  of  property  during  the  policy 
period. 

If  any  part  of  the  work  is 'sublet  similar  insur- 
ance shall  be  provided  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  sub- 
contractors to  cover  their  operations. 

2.  Contractors'   Protective   Public  Liability 
and  Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
State  Roads  Commission  that,  with  respect  to  the 
operations  performed  for  him  by  subcontractors, 
he  carries  in  his  own  behalf  regular  Contractors' 
Protective  Public  Liability  Insurance  providing 
for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  $50,000.00  for  all 
damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death 
of  one  person,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  for  each 
person,  a  total  limit  of  $200,000.00  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or 
more  persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular 
Contractors'   Protective  Property  Damage  Lia- 
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bility  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less 
than  $50,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  in- 
jury to  or  destruction  of  property  in  any  one  acci- 
dent and,  subject  to  that  limit  per  accident,  a  total 
(or  aggregate)  limit  of  $100,000.00  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property 
during  the  policy  period. 

3.  Railroads'  and  City's  Protective  Public 
Liability  and  Property  Damage  Liability 
Insurance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  he  shall  furnish  evi- 
dence to  the  City  and  the  State  Roads  Commission 
that,  with  respect  to  the  operations  he  or  any  of 
the  subcontractors  perform,  he  has  provided  for 
and  in  behalf  of  the  Railroad  and  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  regular  Protective  Pub- 
lic Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of  not 
less  than  $50,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of 
bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person,  and  sub- 
ject to  that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit  of 
$200,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more  persons  in  any 
one  accident,  and  regular  Protective  Property 
Damage  Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit 
of  not  less  than  $50,000.00  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  in  any 
one  accident,  and  subject  to  that  limit  per  accident, 
a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  $100,000.00  for  all 
damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of 
property  during  the  policy  period. 

The  insurance  hereinbefore  specified  shall  be 
carried  until  all  work  required  to  be  performed 
under  the  terms  'of  the  contract  is  satisfactorily 
completed  as  evidenced  by  the  formal  acceptance 
by  the  State  Roads  Commission. 

(8)  The  Railroad  agrees  that  it  will  grant  and 
convey  to  the  City,  for  a  nominal  consideration  of 
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one  dollar  ($1.00),  such  easements  in  the  lands 
owned  by  the  Bailroad  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  construction,  reconstruction  and  maintenance 
of  the  aforesaid  two  bridges  and  for  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance,  without  expense  to  the  Rail- 
road, of  the  storm  water  drain  and  the  water  main 
at  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington 
Railroad  crossing,  as  shown  on  the  attached  plat, 
in  so  far  as  the  tracks  and  property  of  the  Rail- 
road are  involved  therein,  and  the  Railroad  has 
the  power  to  do  so ;  and  the  Railroad  further 
agrees  that,  pending  said  conveyance  to  the  City 
and  at  any  time  or  times  after  the  execution  of 
this  Agreement,  the  City  and  the  State  Roads 
Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  the 
lands  embraced  in  said  improvements  and  there  to 
do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  necessary  to  pro- 
ceed with  and  complete  said  bridge  work  and  said 
utility  work  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement 
and  the  approved  plans  and  specifications  as  fully 
as  they  or  either  of  them  could  do  after  the  con- 
veyance in  this  paragraph  provided  for,  provided 
that  as  to  any  utility  work  not  covered  by  the  ap- 
proved plans  and  specifications,  the  plans  therefor 
shall  first  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railroad. 

(9)  The  Railroad  shall  be  permitted,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Chief  Engineers  of  the  State 
Roads  Commission  and  the  City,  and  without 
charge  to  the  Railroad,  to  attach  to,  repair,  main- 
tain, alter,  renew,  or  remove  from  the  said  bridges, 
at  any  time  during  and  after  their  completion, 
signals,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone  and 
other  wires  and  devices  of  whatsover  kind,  nature 
and  description  now  used,  or  hereafter  to  be  used, 
in  the  operation  of  the  Railroad,  provided  that 
said  rights  are  exercised  at  all  times  by  the  Rail- 
road in  such  manner  as  not  to  injure  or  damage 
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the  bridge  structures  or  to  interfere  with  traffic  or 
to  endanger  the  traveling  public. 

(10)  The  Railroad  agrees  that  promptly  upon 
the  completion  of  the  two  bridges  as  hereinabove 
provided  for,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  same  by 
the  City,  it  will  pay  to  the  City  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00,  and  no  more,  in  consideration  of  the 
obligations  assumed  by  the  City  under  this  Agree- 
ment. 

(11)  After  their  completion  the  said  two  bridges 
and  supporting  structures,  and  the  street  and  side- 
walks thereover,  shall  be  maintained,  repaired  and 
renewed  by  the  City,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense. 

(12)  Except  for  negligence,  or  the  failure  of  the 
City  to  perform  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Agreement,  the  Railroad  waives  and  releases  the 
City  and  the  State  Roads  Commission  from  any 
and  all  damages  the  Railroad  may,  might  or  can 
have  on  account  of  the  widening  and  improvement 
of  said  Lombard  Street  or  the  construction,  recon- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  bridges. 

(13)  There  shall  be  no  benefit  assessments 
against  the  Railroad  or  its  properties  on  account 
of  the  widening,  opening  or  improvement  of  Lom- 
bard Street  from  Haven  Street  to  Oldham  Street 
and  the  construction  and  reconstruction  of  said 
bridges. 

(14)  The  City  shall  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  Railroad  from  and  against  all  costs, 
damages,  expenses,  injuries,  losses,  suits,  claims 
and  demands  of  whatsoever  character  and  descrip- 
tion, to  which  the  Railroad  may  at  any  time  or 
times  be  subjected,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  rea- 
son of,  in  connection  with,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from,  of  arising  out  of,  any  failure  or  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  City  to  abide  by,  perform  and  com- 
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ply  with,  promptly  and  properly,  any  or  all  of  the 
terms,  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  Agree- 
ment. 

(15)  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agree- 
ment shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  all  parties 
hereto ;  and  the  obligations  imposed  upon  the  Rail- 
road in  this  agreement  shall  be  held  and  taken  to 
be  the  joint  and  several  obligations  of  all  the  Rail- 
road Companies  hereinabove  mentioned. 

(16)  This  Agreement  shall  not  be  effective  un- 
less the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Public 
Roads  finally  approves,  and  makes  the  necessary 
funds  available  for,  said  proposed  Lombard  Street 
Improvement  and  bridge  work  as  part  of  the  pend- 
ing Access  Roads  Program  of  the  City,  the  State 
Roads  Commission  and  said  United  States  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Roads ;  and  this  Agreement 
shall  not  be  held,  taken  or  considered  as  creating 
a  precedent  in  any  way  affecting  the  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  other  bridge  work  shall  be 
done,  now  or  hereafter. 

(17)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this 
Agreement  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for  ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have 
caused  this  Agreement  to  be  duly  executed  the  day 
and  year  first  hereinabove  written.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Register 
to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, an  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Safe  Deposit 
and  Trust  Company  of  Baltimore  and  such  bank  or  banks  as 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as  de- 
pository or  depositories  for  the  funds  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Register  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  an  agreement  in  form  and 
substance  as  follows : 

"This  Agreement,  made  this   day  of 

,  194 .  .  . ,  by  and  between  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion, party  of  the  first  part,  hereinafter  some- 
times called  "City",   

a  body  corporate,  party  of  the  second  part,  herein- 
after called  "Bank",  and  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company  of  Baltimore,  a  body  corporate,  party 
of  the  third  part,  hereinafter  called  "Custodian". 

"Whereas,  City,  and  the  City  Collector  of  Bal- 
timore, and  other  departments,  agencies,  and 
officials  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  now  have  on 
deposit,  and  propose  to  deposit  in  the  future, 
monies  with  Bank,  which  monies  may  include 
funds  held  in  any  of  said  accounts  for  the  State 
of  Maryland  or  for  any  other  purpose,  and  it  is  a 
requirement  of  the  City  that  all  of  such  accounts 
be  secured  by  collateral  acceptable  in  character 
and  amount  to  the  City  Register.  Bank  desires 
to  secure  all  such  monies  on  deposit  with  it  by  the 
pledge  of  collateral  or  securities  acceptable  to  said 
City  Register,  and  City  and  Bank,  to  better  secure 
the  safekeeping  of  said  securities,  desire  Cus- 
todian to  hold  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
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terms  and  conditions  of  this   agreement,  which 
Custodian  is  willing  to  do. 

"Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the 
promises  of  the  respective  parties,  it  is  mutually 
agreed  as  follows: 

(1)  Bank  agrees  to  deposit  and  maintain  with 
Custodian  securities  of  the  character  and  in  an 
amount  acceptable  to  City  Register  (hereinafter 
called  "Register")  all  of  which  securities  or  any 
substitutions  therefor  or  additions  thereto  are  to 
be  held  as  collateral  for  any  and  all  monies  of 
City,  the  City  Collector,  or  any  other  department, 
agency,  or  official  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  of 
whatsoever  nature,  including  monies  held  in  any 
of  said  accounts  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  for 
any  other  purpose ;  and  to  pay  all  charges  of  Cus- 
todian for  its  services  hereunder.  Bank  agrees 
that  the  aggregate  market  value  of  all  such  secu- 
rities shall  at  all  times  be  equivalent  to  110%  of 
the  total  amount  of  the  deposits  as  they  may  be 
at  any  time,  and  that  at  all  times  it  will  maintain 
said  securities  on  said  basis. 

(2)  Custodian  agrees,  without  cost  or  expense 
to  City,  to  hold  and  safely  keep  any  and  all  securi- 
ties received  by  it  from  Bank  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  hereof  as  securities  for  safekeeping 
with  the  privilege,  in  its  discretion,  of  keeping 
the  same  in  a  safe  deposit  box  located  in  Bank 
but  rented  in  name  of  Custodian,  to  permit  the 
inspection  thereof,  in  the  presence  of  its  repre- 
sentative, during  business  hours  by  Register,  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  of  Baltimore  City  or 
their  duly  authorized  representative,  or  by  Bank 
upon  receipt  of  written  instructions  signed  by  its 
duly  authorized  officer  or  officers,  to  keep  accurate 
records  of  such  securities  and  to  deliver  the  secu- 
rities in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  agree- 
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ment.  Custodian  assumes  no  responsibility  for 
the  validity  or  character  of  the  securities  de- 
posited or  the  sufficiency  of  the  amount  thereof. 

(3)  City  hereby  designates  Register  as  its  agent 
to  perform  all  of  the  acts  herein  designated  to  be 
performed  by  him,  and  agrees  that  it  will  file  or 
cause  to  be  filed  with  Custodian  the  specimen 
signature  of  Register  or  any  successor  in  said 
office. 

(4)  It  is  mutually  agreed — 

(a)  Bank,  by  its  duly  authorized  officers,  shall 
have  the  right  and  privilege,  from  time  to  time, 
to  make  substitutions  for  or  withdrawals  of  the 
securities  at  any  time  deposited  with  Custodian 
with  the  written  consent  of  the  Register,  or  to 
increase  the  same,  and  Bank  shall  deliver  to  Reg- 
ister and  Custodian  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  its  Board  of  Directors  authorizing  the 
execution  of  this  agreement,  and  designating  the 
officers  authorized  to  sign  instruments  covering 
such  substitutions  or  withdrawals,  together  with 
specimen  signatures  of  such  officers. 

(b)  Until  Custodian  is  notified  in  writing  by 
Register  to  the  contrary,  Bank  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  payments  of  interest  or  income  upon  any 
and  all  securities  delivered  to  and  held  hereunder 
by  Custodian  as  and  when  the  same  fall  due,  and 
Custodian  shall  accordingly  deliver  said  interest 
coupons  and  the  monies  received  or  instruments 
representing  the  other  pavments  of  income  to 
Bank. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  Commissioners  of  Finance 
for  any  reason  should  determine  that  Bank  shall 
no  longer  be  a  depository  for  the  funds  of  City, 
then  in  such  event  Register  shall  notify  in  writing 
the  Custodian  of  this  fact,  and  thereupon  Cus- 
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todian  shall  deliver  to  Register  against  Register's 
written  receipt,  all  of  the  securities  which  it  then 
holds  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  together 
with  any  payments  of  income  thereon  then  in  its

possession;  and  Register,  upon  receipt  thereof,

(e)  Bank  may  terminate  this  agreement  by  giv- 
ing to  each  of  the  other  parties  hereto  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of  its  intention  so  to 
do,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  such  period,  Bank 
shall  deliver  to  Register  cash  or  a  check  for  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Funds  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
cover  all  of  the  deposits  then  held  by  Bank  sub- 
ject to  this  agreement,  and  thereupon  Register 
shall  direct  Custodian  to  deliver  and  Custodian 
shall  deliver  to  Bank  all  of  the  securities  then 
held  hereunder,  together  with  any  payments  of 
income  thereon  then  in  Custodian's  possession.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  Bethlehem- 
Fairfield  Shipyard,  Inc.,  to  construct  and  maintain  in  and 
along  the  west  side  of  Vera  Street,  from  Frankfurst  Avenue 
to  a  point  about  124  feet  south  of  Frankfurst  Avenue,  four 
underground  electrical  conduits  encased  in  reinforced  con- 
crete, for  the  purpose  of  conducting  electricity  to  supply 
the  needs  of  said  Company  on  adjacent  property,  in  Fairfield. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  Bethlehem-Fairfield  Shipyard,  Inc.,  herein- 
after referred  to  as  Grantee,  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  25  years,  four  3-inch  fibre 
underground  electrical  conduits,  and  necessary 
appurtenances,  encased  in  reinforced  concrete,  in 
and  along  the  west  side  of  Vera  Street,  from

That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  or  right 
hereby  granted,  shall  be  the  sum  of  $62.23  per 
annum,  payable  in  advance  during  the  continuance 
of  said  franchise  or  right. 

That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  80  and 
83  of  Article  46  of  the  Baltimore  Citv  Code  (1927 
Edition),  title  "Taxes",  sub-title  "Manufac- 
turers' Exemption",  and  Section  84  of  said 
Article,  as  said  section  was  repealed  and  reor- 
dained by  Ordinance  No.  233,  approved  June  20, 
1940,  and  Section  84A  of  said  Article,  as  said 
section  was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1058,  ap- 
proved June  16,  1930,  and  Sections  84A  and  84B 
of  said  Article,  as  said  sections  were  ordained  by 
Ordinance  No.  573,  approved  February  26,  1934, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  new 
section  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to  Article 
46  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition), 
title  "Taxes",  sub-title  "Manufacturers'  Exemp- 
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tion",  said  new  section  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  79A  of  said  Article,  to  be  known  as 
Section  80  of  said  Article,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

80.  In  order  to  encourage  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  manufacturing  industries  in  Balti- 
more City  and  thereby,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
A I  ay  or  and  City  Council,  to  promote  the  general 
welfare  of  the  City,  beginning  with  the  assess- 
ment and  levying  of  taxes  for  City  purposes  for 
the  year  1944  and  thereafter,  all  personal  prop- 
erty of  every  description  used  entirely  or  chiefly 
in  connection  with  manufacturing,  including  the 
pasteurization  and  processing  of  milk,  in  Balti- 
more City,  including  mechanical  tools,  or  imple- 
ments, whether  worked  by  hand  or  steam  or  other 
motive  power,  machinery,  manufacturing  appa- 
ratus or  engines,  raw  material  on  hand,  manu- 
factured products  in  the  hands  of  the  manufac- 
turers, bills  receivable  and  business  credits  of 
every  kind,  due  to  the  manufacturer,  for  goods 
manufactured  in  Baltimore  City,  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  for  all  ordinary  municipal  pur- 
poses. 

In  case  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged 
in  manufacturing  in  Baltimore  City  shall  also  be 
engaged  in  the  business  of  a  jobber  or  wholesaler 
or  retail  merchant  in  Baltimore  City,  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  the  per- 
sonal property,  other  than  goods  of  his  own  manu- 
facture, used  in  connection  with  said  business  of 
jobber  or  wholesaler  or  retail  merchant. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

of  Montgomery  Street,  east  of  Covington  Street; 
the  said  tank  to  be  approximately  6  feet  wide  and 
24  feet  long.  Said  tank  shall  be  installed  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of 
Baltimore  City,  in  accordance  with  the  Building

Ashore  for  the  Baltimore  Area,  for  official  use 
only,  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  stand  at 
right  angles  to  the  curb  on  the  north  side  of 
Exchange  Place  (Lombard  Street),  from  Com- 
merce Street  easterly  a  distance  of  ninety-four 
(94)  feet,  and  parallel  with  the  curb  on  the  east 
side  of  Commerce  Street,  from  Exchange  Place 
(Lombard  Street)  to  Water  Street,  and  shall  have 
the  exclusive  right  to  stand,  without  limitation  as 
to  time,  provided  there  is  attached  and  displayed 
on  each  such  vehicle  proper  identification  insignia.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all 
ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  incon- 
sistency. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage  and  shall  continue  in  effect  until  six  (6) 
months  after  the  termination  of  the  present  war, 
at  which  time  it  shall  become  null  and  void.

north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Lancaster 
Street,  and 

(2)  Beginning  for  the  second  track  on  the  east 
building  line  of  Spring  Street  about  42.63  feet 
north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Lancaster 
Street,  and  running  thence  westerly  across  Spring 
Street  parallel  to  the  north  building  line  of  Lan- 
caster Street. 

The  tracks  hereby  authorized  are  shown  by  the 
lines  colored  red  on  the  print  hereto  attached  as 
part  hereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall,  at  all  times,  have 
and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reasonably  regu- 
late, in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right 
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herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right  shall  be 
executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after 
the  grant,  as  provided  by  Section  47  of  Article  4 
of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland, 
entitled  ' '  City  of  Baltimore, ' '  sub-title  ' '  Charter, ' ' 
and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held, 
exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five 
years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee, 
at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation 
the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years ; 
that  upon  the  termination  of  said  right  herein 
granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant 
and  property  of  the  said  grantee,  to  be  constructed 
by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,which  shall  be  and  be- 
come the  property  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at 
its  election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee  said  valua- 
tion; the  said  payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable 
valuation  of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any 
value  derived  from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this 
ordinance  granted,  the  said  revaluation  and  valua- 
tion hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined 
upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other 
to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns  who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree 
between  themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbi- 
trator, and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbi- 
trators shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  revalua- 
tion and  valuation  aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the 
said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail 
to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at 
all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
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full  {municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  grant  herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent

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Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to 
time,  shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight 
as  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall  determine. 
The  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  ex- 
pense change  the  location  of  the  track  hereby 
authorized,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said 
Highways  Engineer  the  public  interest,  conveni- 
ence, safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Northern 
Central  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, for  the  franchise  and  rights  hereby  granted 
shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal 
feet  of  single  track  per  annum,  payable  in  ad- 
vance, during  the  continuance  of  said  franchise 
and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the 
total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  fol- 
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lowing  work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any 
way  resulting  from  the  construction,  maintenance, 
operation,  presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  re- 
pair, alteration  or  removal  of  said  track :

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting,  or  strengthening  of  any  of  all  pav- 
ing, curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface 
structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets  and  track. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  track  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any 
or  all  of  said  track,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the 
rights  herein  granted  and  election  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  not  to  take  said  plant  and  property, 
then  in  any  of  such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all 
the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine  as  to  the  track  and  fran- 
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chises  so  affected,  without  any  compensation  to 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  and  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
promptly  remove  the  track  and  appurtenances  so 
affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  noti- 
fied by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and 
any  such  removal  of  track  and  appurtenances 
shall  be  done  in  whole  or  part,  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said 
Highways  Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such 
removals  of  track,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and 
all  such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed 
to  do  said  work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses 
thereof  from  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and  shall 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suit  or 
suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and 
expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  .from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason  of, 
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or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence,  con- 
struction, use,  operation,  maintenance,  alteration, 
repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of 
said  railroad  track  and  whether  such  suit  or  suits, 
losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and/or 
expenses  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corpora- 
tions and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  become  liable  there- 
for! 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance 
of  any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal 
Government,  or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  deter- 
mine that  the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety, 
and/or  welfare  require  the  adjusting,  altering, 
shifting,  moving,  relocating,  supporting,  protect- 
ing and/or  accommodating  of  any  or  all  of  said 
track,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly  upon 
written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer,  and 
at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift, 
move,  relocate,  support,  protect  and/or  accommo- 
date their  said  track  in  whole  or  in  part  and  tem- 
porarily or  permanently,  so  as  to  fully  meet  the 
exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  track  herebv  authorized. 
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Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Resolution  pledging  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
to  appropriate  in  its  Annual  Levy  for  1945,  additional  com- 
pensation for  certain  teachers  (including  supervisors,  prin- 
cipals and  attendance  officers)  employed  in  the  Public 
School  System  of  Baltimore  City  in  order  to  comply  with 
Chapter  3  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland,  Special  Session  1944; 
directing  that  sufficient  sums  of  money  be  included  in  the 
Ordinance  of  Estimates  for  1945  for  said  purposes  and  that 
said  sums  of  money  be  appropriated  in  such  manner  as  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Act;  and  author- 
izing and  directing  the  proper  officers  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  do  all  things  necessary  to  be 
done  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Act. 

Whereas,  Chapter  3  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland, 
Special  Session  1944,  provides,  among  other 
things,  as  follows : 

"That  every  teacher  (including  supervisors,

to  provide  additional  compensation  of  $60  for 
each  such  teacher  or  such  proportionate  amount 
thereof  as  any  such  teacher  employed  by  it  may 
be  entitled  to,  as  hereinafter  provided.

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more desires  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
said  Chapter  3  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland,  Special 
Session  1944,  in  order  that  the  teachers  (including 
supervisors,  principals  and  attendance  officers)  of 
Baltimore  City  shall  receive  the  additional  com- 
pensation provided  for  them  in  said  Act. 
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Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  does  hereby  pledge  said  municipal  cor- 
poration to  appropriate  in  its  annual  levy  for  the 
year  1945  the  sum  of  $60,  or  such  proportionate 
part  thereof  as  any  teacher  (including  super- 
visors, principals  and  attendance  officers)  em- 
ployed by  it  may  be  entitled  to  as  provided  in 
said  Chapter  3  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland,  Special
